OREGON'S FAMED TRIP.

cisco In July, 1896, wai at Mare Is- 
land navy yard In 1898 when the mes- 
sage was flashed to her commander 
that the United States was at war 
with Spain. 
On March 6, 1898, the 


famous old ship cleared the Golden 
Gate, bound for the West Indies, on 
what proved to be the most epoch 
making battleship voyage ever un' 
dcrtaken. 
With decks stripped for 


action and gun crews at their sta- 
tions the Oregon plowed around Cape 
Horn, up the eaat 
coast of South 


America and arrived at Key West on 
May 26, ready 
for

made the 14,000 mile voyage In 66 
cruising days. 
Captain C. E. Clark,

"It was the spread of BolsheUsm 


that really awakened the ministers 
to tlie necessity of getting into the 
labor field," says Rev. Mr. Price. 


"If unionizing- had been suggested 


five years ago, It would have been 
defeated. 
But the ministers cannot 


see society in danger without realiz- 
ing that only Christianity can save 
it. 


WAGES. 


"As to raising preachers' wages, 


'.hat is being considered. The minis- 
ters are unanimous in condemning a 
sj'stem that permits one pastor to be 
paid, say $16,000 a year, while scores 
are getting $600 a year. 


"Those who, like myself, are get- 


ting above the average pay for pas- 
tors, are quite willing to accept a re- 
duction, If necessary, in order that 
the shame of the $600 salary should 
be removed from the church. 


"There is no danger of a 'preach- 


ers strike' It would be wrong for 
ministers to withhold their services 
from humanity. We cannot strike! 
and we cannot limit our hours of 
work. 


"We can, however, organize In a 


campaign of education 
One project 


that has been considerably discus- 
sed la that of pooling our salaries, 
each man to draw an equal amount 
a more equitable proportion- than at 
present, 


"The low wage paid to-preachers 


Is due, above all, to the fact that the 
preachers have not given what the 
public needed—an enlightened leader- 
ship on the vital problems of every- 
day life. We have not applied the 
teachings of Jesus Christ to men's 
and women's wages, to labor rela- 
tions, to profit* to high prices, to 
the home and the store and the shop 


TO HELP MEN. 


"That Is why our attendance has 


fallen off, and our Income with it In 
the last year or two there has been 
a turning-point. The war brought 
the preachers once more In touch with 
life. And now the congregations are 
growing—more men are coming to 
church than have confe in years. 


"The two problems are really one. 


If we help the workingman think 
clearly about our rruddled and mis- 
guided society to get 
back 
on a 


Christian financial basis, then the in- 
come question will solve itselfxwith- 
out a 'preachers' strike' 


"Not to help the public In Its dally 


problems is a form of sabotage. 


"The preacher has sabotaged with-

Thirty-three-Cent Ice From 
! 
City's Own Ice Plant 


Omaha, Neb., June II. — Though 


other cities are quaking In fear that 
they will be paying 70 or 80 cent* 
a hundredweight or even »1 for Ice 
next August, Omaha has no fear. 


A municipal Ice plant Is retailing 


ice at 33' cents a hundredweight, Is 
paying all expenses and will not 
raise the price under any circum- 
stances, according to B. B. Howell, 
manager of the Metropolitan water 
district of Omaha, 
which operates 


the new Ice plant. 


This !• the history of the Omaha 


municipal Ice plant, wh,lch 
might 


give citizens In other cities a "tip" 
on how to keep the price of their Ic. 
down: 
' 


In 1917 the Nebraska 
legislature 


authorized the Metropolitan water 
district to supply Omaha with frocen 
water as well as liquid water. 
A. 


100-ton Ice plant and 900-ton storage 
house was partially completed Aug. 
25, 1918. 


Two methods of sale and distribu- 


tion were adopted. 


The first is to establish Ice stores 


or jitney stations In various parts of 
the city where the 
people of the 


neighborhood can come and get ice 
at 30 cents a hundred pounds, In 
pieces costing 5 cents upwards. 


The other 
method 
consists 
In 


wholesaling Ice, the water district 
delivering or not as desired In each 
case. 


Front August 25 to January 1 the 


plant turned out 6,800 tons of lee, 
and after paying all costs of opera- 
tion, maintenance, 
depreciation and 


providing a sinking fund of 1 1-3 
per cent, there remained a net sur- 
plus of $3,000. 


The plant has cost (225,000. 
Seventeen jitney stations are now 


established In the city and they aro 
flooded on all hot days. 


The water .district also 
sells a 


small boy's wagon for $1.26 In which 
he can carry BO pounds of Ice, Ice 
tongs at 15 cents and an ice pick for 
5 cents. A host of lads plan to turn 
"Iceman" this summer. 


The water district expects to dis- 


pose of 25,000 tons of Ice in 191*. It 
contemplates two or three more Ice 
plants In different parts of the city. 
It Is also planned a system of retail 
delivery. 


There was practically no crop of 


natural Ice in Omaha last winter on 
account of the warm weather of Jan- 
uary and February. The private Ice 
men desired to raise the price of ice, 
and they are 
doing It rather gin- 


gerly. 


The last raise was from 50 to ft 


cents a hundredweight, 
and more 


customers are patronizing the JUney 
stations where they get a 15-pound 
cake for 5 cents.

Rubber protectors run along the edges of the door, so that even if it 
shuts on a person's hand, it does not injure.

HEAVY MOTOR TRUCKS 
RUINING ILLINOIS' GOOD ROADS 


.The Prairie Farn er, Illinois leading

Of the 450 miles of hard roads in

cat up by heavy motor truck traffic 
the past spring and damaged to such 
an-extent that they were Impassable 
foe a considerable period.

ty "were out of commision for a period 
ranging from a few days to two 
months, and so much damage was done 
that highway officials had great dif- 
fleulty in keeping track of it, much 
lew repairing <t without delay.

near Chicago where the roads are 
used by the heavy ten and fifteen 
ton motor trucks

There have been hundreds of mile51 


ot hard loads built in Northern Illi-

these hard roads are macadam, and 
some are asphalted. There are a few 
miles of concrete, and many miles of 
plain gravelled roads.

of the by-roads are gravelled, for the 
seed of good roads Is planted pretty 
firmly In the minds of the people 
there. 
BIO INCREASE IN TRUCK TRAFFIC i 


Motor truck traffic has been In- j Pf^rs of the 


creasing rapidly around Chicago the 
past few years, and each year sees 
several times as many trucks on the 
road as the year before. For several 
years past, motor truck freight lines 
ha\e been organized, and merchan- 
dise moves as regularly by motor as 
b> train from Chicago to Joliet, Au- 
rora.

These trucks carry e^ erything from 


feathers to pig Iron.

trucks operating on regular sched- 
ules carry loads of eight tons and

truck* themselve* welch several tons. 
These heavy truck* do some damage 
to good asphalt, macadam and-gravel 
roads, even in. dry weather, when 
they pound along day after day. In 
the early spring month* when dire 
roads are seas of mud and the good 
roads are not as hard as In dry sea- 
sons, It takes only a few days' traf- 
fic 
until 
the 
heavy 
trucks 
cut 


through, and the roads look more 
like abandoned trenches In France 
than usable public highway* In Illi- 
nois. 


But these heavy trucks operate on 


schedule like the trains, and 
must 


get to their destinations 
somehow. 


"When one road Is ruined, the truck 
lines move their routes a mile of two 
to the next good road, tear- that up, 
and so on," say* E. I» Gates, DuFage 
county superintendent of highways. 
"By the time the last route Is cut to 
pieces, we have perhaps repaired the 
first one, so they come back and the 
whole process Is repeated " 


PAYING FOR ROAD REPAIRS 
Repairing the roads torn up by 


heavy truck traffic is a costly job, 


has to be paid for by the tax- 


ty. 
The owners 


of the trucks live !n Chicago for the 
most part, and therefore have little 
or no taxes to pay In keeping up the 
roads 
In Illinois, trucks over two 


tons In weight pay a license of $20 
per year, but I have It on the au- 
thority oJ several highway engineers 
that one truck may do 20 times >30 
damage to a macadam road In one 
day. 


Gates Is caustic In speaking about 


the truck and road situation. 
"I am 


told that motor trucks are here to 
stay," he says.

Lincoln Highway Official Urges Building for Future 


Detroit, Mich.—Coloney Henry _B 


Jor, who w»» one of the first and li 
now one of the foremost good roads 
advocate! of the country who was for 
four years president of the Lincoln 
Highway Association, and Is now one 
of that organization's vice presidents, 
sees what he considers a dangerous 
tendency to construct vast mileages 
of public highways, wltb 
the mil- 


lions which are now being voted in 
every state for permanent work, ot 
Inadequate width to take care of the 
future highway transportation which 
these permanent roads are ultimately 
bound to carry. 


POINT HEQTJIHEMENTS. 


In an address to the board of di- 


rectors of the Lincoln Highway As- 
sociation Coloney Joy said: 
"The 


(unctlona of the many organizations 
which have been working 
in 
this 


country for good roals are gradually 
changing. Where it used to be neces- 
sary to work for permanent road con- 
struction, to prove the \a)ue and ne- 
cessity of properly paving main high- 
ways, and to 'sell' the public the 
good roads idea and secure the ne- 
cessary funds to 
construct 
proper 


roads to efficiently carry our highway 
passenger and freight traffic. It la 
now necessary for the organisations 
which have devoted much study to 
the highway situation in this country 
to point out what the future unmis- 
takably Indicates will be required In 
the way of proper road construction 


BILLIONS FOR ROADS. 


Millions are being provided in every 


state for highway improvement. It 
is no longer necessary to preach good 
roads 
It Is probably very conserva- 


tive to estimate that anywhere from 
a billion to a billion and a half dol- 
lars will be appropriated for continu- 
ous road construction in this country 
during 1919. What we must look to 
now, 
if we are to be abreast of th« 


times and if we are to Invest tliest 
millions and billions of dollars In an 
adequate fashion so that the result- 
rg roads may adequately serve fu- 
ture needs, Is the location of 
our 


roads, the tjpe of their construction 
and their traffic-earning possibili- 
ies 


TRAFFIC DEVELOPMENT. 


"It must not be forgotten that a 


traffic count on an unimproved road 
does not by any means Indicate the 
volume of traffic ivhlch that road 
will receive when It is constructed in 
permanent form 
Tho improvement 


of any highway more than quadruples 
the volume of traffic it carries 
This 


should be borne !n mind whfn con- 
struction Is nnc'ertnVcn and fie roads 
should be made wide enough to carry 
not only the traffic which etperieneo 
ndlcates tomorrow will require, but 
the volume of traffic which will bo 
developed over the road during Itt> 
useful life 


"If we consider that a poorly con- 


structed concrete road or brick ro»<3 
should be; giving: service twenty years 
from the time It Is laid, we must look 
twenty years In advance an-J visual- 
ize the volume of traffie M hloh it 
must carry then.
